2,,..,.,,, The Iranian Consulate of New York City forwards the Prince’s 


mail to him twice weekly but will not release his a ddress uunder 
any circumstance. This address apparently is a closely guarded 
secret. Information from confidential source indicates that 
mail addressed to the Prince at the Consulate is kept under 
close scrutiny. Therefore, it was hoped that the latter could 
be located rhough dscreet channels thereby allowing for a more 
suitable undercover approach. Since several sources have been 
unable to give the subject’s address by this time, it will be 
necessary to approach him via the Consulate, The alternative 
is to try to obtain his address discreetly fro® Michigan 
University at Ann Arborr, Mich. 

3, ....... .The following information has been obtained as to the Prince’s 

background. He attended the University of Michigan Graduate 
School of Business Administration and there obtained a 
master’s degree. He is now 27 yeard old. The Prince is 
described as an excellent student, shy, and conservative. His 
one excess is said to be a passion for driving fast cars and 
on July 28, 1951, he was arrested by -fee police at Ann IrbbBjr 
Mich, for speeding. The case was dismissed at the intervention 
of the States Department. He owns a purple Cadillac and a 
canary yellow Mercury convertible, both recent model cars. 

He is not in need of money as his living expenses allowingwhim 
to live on a luxurious scale are provided by the royal treasury.

Greek and was intended for the use of Narcotic Agent Lendrihas, 
it is thought that the latter may use this letter to kx the 
best advantage since his return from leave.

It only just now dawns on me that I probably know this 
individual# 

In February 1951 I was working with Narcotic Agent 
Joseph Amato in Hamburg, Germany* One day while in the company 
of Special Employee Prinee Vittorio San Martin© we were entering 
Agent Amato* s hotel to confer with him. Special Employee San 
Martino pointed out to me a young man who was entering a Cadillac 
automobile with 2 beautiful women# He said that the man was the 
brother of the Shah of Iran# 

If the Shah of Iran does not have any other brothers, 
then the man I saw is Prince Mahaoud de Pahlevi# 

Special Employee San Martino said that this Persian 
was a notorious playboy and bon-vivant, known for his wealth 
and escapades in most of the European capitals* This would seem 
to refute the description given to Agent Pera that the Prince is 
shy and conservative* 

I agree it would not appear that the Prince would engage 
in the narcotic traffic since he is wealthy* However, Prince 
Alessandro Ruspoli, another very wealthy individual, was arrested 
with possession of 10 pounds of crude opium just a few months ago* 
Whereas Prince Ruspoli is an addict, it is not known whether Prince 
Mahmoud de Pahlevi uses drugs* 

I believe that Narcotic Agent Landrihas should eventually 
m&ke an effort to gain the Prince’s confidence*

On June 12, 1953, the Central Office for the Repression of the 
Illicit Narcotic Traffic, acting together with Narcotic Agent Paul 
Knight of your Service, discovered a clandestine laboratory at 
Meudon (Siene and Oise), Prance, where NERCE3SIAN manufactured 
clandestine heroin. 

The investigation disclosed that NERC1S3IAN was in relationship 
with a certain Prince Mahmoud PAHLEVI, The Examining Magistrate 
in charge of this case now neecb inf ormation regarding the personal 
data and th~ address of this person in order to complete his dossier. 

In the course of NEBCSSSlAN*s interrogation carried out in the 
presence of Agent Knight, the latter obtained frcm NERCE3SIAN a 
letter of introduction to Prince PAHLEVI, in view of continuing on 
American territory an investigation initiated in France, 

Thanks to the address obtained from this correspondence, it 
appears that It would be possible to obtain from the immigration 
Service in New fork Oity, the information requested by the French 
Magistrate, 

I shall appreciate it if you will send me all the information 
you have available.
